In an unusual and interesting arti- 


cle on bird life in The Outlook's Mag- 
azine number for July, Mr, W. E. D. 
Scott, curator of ornithology at Prince- 
ton, 
talks about the ease with which 


relations may be established between 
man -and bird. 
Among other things 


he says: 


Birds out-of-doors in the straggle "- 


for existence pretty well appreciate 
that, as a rule, bad things happen 
when boys and men are around, and 
they are fearful and on their guard. 
In places where birds have not been, 
molested by man, as in deserts, on the 
islands of the Pacific, and in parts oE 
Arizona where I have been, birds have 
no fear. In the latter place I remem- 
ber going to a bird's nest, and wishing 
to see the eggs. I had to gently lift 
the birds- off, found out what I wished, 
and put her back. 
She did not ap- 


pear to be disturbed or alarmed by 
this. 
Nor do I think that there was 


anything peculiar and special in my 
attitude; this bird had never 
been. 


disturbed by man, and felt no fear; 
there was nothing occult about it. nor 
was it because of any -peculiar influ- 
ence which I possessed or exercised. 
1 observed a few simple rules—that 
is, I did not make a noise or move 
rapidly, but that is all. For instance, 
in Central park. New York, I have 
seen a policeman after a few instruc- 
tions, stand still, holding something 
in his fingers which birds like, and 
I have seen a titmouse fly and take 
it, simply because people there had 
established such a relation; the man. 
had no special power; he was only 
a big burly policeman, who was not 
particularly in swmpathy with nature, 
lie simply put himself into the right 
attitude towards bird life, and it re- 
sponded. 


It is easy to establish the right re- 


lationship with oirtST I 
remember 


once an elm tree blew down in front 
of our house In which there was a nest 
of young flickers. I -did not wish to 
bring them into the house, as I did 
not care to have my ibirds hear their 
notes, so put them into an old birdcage 
and left them outside. We fed them 
with the regular bird food, and they 
grew up all right. They became so 
tame that when the door was left 
open they flew out and went about, 
but always came back to the cage, and. 
when the house door opened and any 
one appeared they fairly yelled with, 
delight and begged to be fed.

mals of all clashes is not a luere pass- 
Ing craze. A history of the develop- 
ment Of Our great middle 'West Wu"ld 
be'far from complete did it not truboJy j 
the acconiplislinient of breeders of im- 
proved lanii animals. There have 
times in the psst when undue fiup 
was placed upon pedigree, where indi- 
vidual merit was overshadowed by lin 
cage considerations. During su<-h time* 
beginners encountered much risk in. 
their early purchases, as there was 
bound to be a strong reaction when the 
business stood upon a foundation so 
false. However, our fathers passed 
through the deep waters, Seaving to us 
an inheritance invaluable. It seems al- 
most as though their errors were nec- 
essary to place the improved stock 
business on the firm footing upon 
jrhlch jt stands today. 


One is apt to get the Impression, dur- 


ing the sale season particularly, that 
Ifee country is flooded with improved 
•took. Such is not the case. There 
should be a thousand bidders for every 
blooded animal sold. The best Interests 
of our country are allied with those of 
Individuals, and we can conceive of no 
greater display of loyalty to oneself as 
well as to country than may be mani- 
fest in an effort to improve farm ani- 
mals. When one stops to consider the 
enormous number of inferior animals 
and in conjunction with this the great 
improvement that may be imparted by 
even one cross of a blooded sire, it is 
surprising that there is not an even 
greater demand for recorded sires. 


The test argument that can be given 


lit favor of transplanting the scrub or 
even the grade-by the blooded animal 
Is tbat there stands no.record of cue 
who has established himself in the 
breeding of animals of the latter class 
and -afterward gone back to the scrub 
or grade. Even for common cows a 
few hundred dollars put into a male of 
good blood and form Js fhe best invest- 
ment a man can make. The improve- 
ment in one crop of calves will more 
than pay the bill. We should like to 
tee more competition iu sale rings com- 
ing from the small farmer, even though 
he be the owner of a comparatively 
•mall herd of cows. There never was a 
inore "opportune time to begin the im- 
provement by the employment of a 
meritorious registered, sire. — Home- 
stead. 


For Sconri In Cnlve«. 


To cure scours In calves put about 


two quarts of boiling water on so much 
tansy as will make a strong tea, says 
S. K. Levan in National Stockman. 
Cover and let stand till cool, when it is 
ready for ose. Give one-third of a pint 
•t a dose—If a bad case more—morning, 
noon and night, but always before let- 
ting calf drink. Keep on till you -see 
the calf Is all right. With us tansy 
grows without any attention on most 
every farm. The Pennsylvania Ger 
mans call It cow bitters. Please let 
some one give It n trial Just to see 
what It will do. I have used it on o 
good many calves, always with suc- 
cess. 


Plant* For Silage. 


To those who ^sk about the adapta- 


bility of the cowpca to the making of 
silage we would say that the best use 
of the pea is iu buy. Indian forn is the 
great ensilage plant 
Cowpcns will 


mate silage that tho cows will eat 
readily, but It is always sour stuff. Soy 
beans make better silage than they do 
hay, but the cowpeas make f>uch good 
liay that it seems to be a pity to put 
them in the silo. Then, too, havmg 
corn silage alone, the farmer can bal- 
ance his ration ,bcttcr with the peas 
than if they were mixed in the silo. We 
do not recommend cowpea silage.— 
Practical Farmer.

tion, except one section, where the plnt- 
fortn is infide 4 feet wide at one end 
and tapered to 4 feet 0 inches at the 
other end, and the space for each cow 
starts in this section, with 3 feet from 
centers to 3 feet G inches, which is the 
width of stalls for all the others. 


In this section all the two-year-old 


and three-year-old heifers arc kept, 
graded according to size, thus insuring 
clean stables. I might saj- right here 
that these ideas are mostly from your 
Wisconsin experiment station bulletins, 
with changes that suggested them- 
selves to us as we progressed with the 
work. The floors, mangers, etc . are nil 
concrete, and the side wall from the 
ceiling to floor is plastered with port- 
land cement on wire lathing, thus mak- 
ing the whole Intcilor from ceiling to 
floor cement and iron.

It is the presence of 


numerous particles of this sort which 
is responsible for the general practice 
of straining milk, but no strainer is 
fine enough to retain the smallest par- 
ticles and, least of all. the germs that 
have been washed out of the particles. 
In those dairies where the practice of 
keeping cows and stalls thoroughly 
clean has not been adopted the dirt 
that most frequently gets into milk 
consists of particles of manure. The 
presence of even a little manure im- 
parts to the milk the peculiar flavor 
called "cowy," cs though it were the 
distinctive odor of this domestic spe- 
cies, but this flavor is quite distinct 
from the odor of new pure milk (also 
found In the cow's breath, over which 
poets have raved in ecstasy). In these 
days of "modern dairy progress" the 
production of "cowy" milk is both In- 
excusable and reprehensible. Milk has 
a. strong attraction for odors and read- 
ily absorbs any predominant odor of 
the air, etc., it is in contact with; hence 
it is not strange that it extracts the 
odor of the dirt that falls' into;it- In 
fact, if the milk cow's food has any 
peculiar flavor It affects the milk. 
These various disagreeable flavors in 
milk are of less consequence than ,the 
fact that milk receives the germs that 
inhabit the dirt which gets into it. Of 
all dirt, manure is the richest in germ 
content, and, what is even more im- 
portant, it contains germs that are par- 
asitic in the Intestines and hence are 
liable to produce disease. 


Favorx South Dakota Plan. 


South Dakota's plan of licensing dai- 


ryrneii and requiring creamery opera- 
tors to pass a state examination is ap- 
proved by Dairy Commissioner Mc- 
Councll of Minnesota. He says: 


"Co-operative creameries, hiring in- 


experienced butter makers, are one of 
the greatest existing evils which have 
crept into the dairy system and the 
cause of more dissatisfaction and ruin- 
ation than all others combined. It is 
one of the encouraging features of the 
creamery trust. One year's experience 
perhaps was enough five or tea years 
ago, but is altogether too short now, as 
a man can only learn a few of the fun- 
damental principles of the business in 
ono year, and the second should be de- 
voted to practice and study, then a turn 
at a dairy tchool to learn something of 
the science. After such experience tuid 
training a man may be. in a position to 
take charge of a creamery, and If he is, 
ari adept scholar, ambitions, industri- 
ous and willing to work and learn, he 
may innke a good man with a few 
years' experience and study."

Joined with 
thu shortage of grain and forage is the 
unfortunate cold, dry and backward 
spring, and the lateness of the grass 
and Its weakness on the parched and 
exhausted pastm es of last summer have 
added materially to the expense at 
which milk has been made. 


Alfalfa Inntcud of Ilraii. 


A. Texas dairyman has found he can 


use alfalfa as n substitute for bran 
with good results in feeding milk cows. 
As a tost he submitted for three weeks 
an equal quantity by weight of cut al- 
falfa liny for the bran he had been 
feeding. The cows gave nn Increased 
yield of both milk and butter ns n re- 
sult of the change to alfulf.i. The al- 
falfa i\ns cut to half Inch lengths. 


Tho analyses of bran and alfalfa 


show n composition almost irtenUc.il, 
nml It Is not to bo wondered that tho 
feeding trial should show the same re- 
sults. The dairyman who has a few 
ncros of alfalfa can bo very independ- 
ent of all Winds of combinations that 
lend to raise the coat of feed unduly.

There are no naval cadets in. the 


United States navy now. By a pro- 
vision of the naval appropriation bill 
which went into effect on the first of 
this month the time-honored title of 
midshipman is revived, and as such 
those who have been 
naval cadets 


will hereafter be designated. Senti- 
mental reasons were -mainly what in- 
duced congress to make the change. 
"Midshipman" does seem to have a 
sort of salt water, man-o'-war flavor to 
it that "naval cadet" does not have. 


The administration has decided to 


name the two batleships and two ar- 
mored cruisers authorized 
by con- 


gress at the session just ended the 
Connecticut , Louisiana, Washington 
and Tennessee. There will then be 
thirty-three states represented In the 
navy by battleships, armored cruisers 
or coast defence monitors; 
and as 


there are but forty-five states in the 
union, it would appear at 
the first 


glance that not over twelve more flrst- 
class war ships could be built with- 
out the name of New Hampshire hav- 
ing to be given to one of them. But 
Oklahoma, Arizona and New Mexico 
are to be admitted as states next fall. 
New Hampshire will have to 
wait 


awhile yet They might name a torpe- 
do boat for New Hampshire, anyway.

"An effort was made today to induce 


Senator Bailey to apologize to Senator 
Beveridge for his unprovoked attack 
upon him yesterday.

i-is action. The attempt to secure the 
apology was dropped, and the inci- 
dent is regarded as closed. Senator 
Bailey is universally condemned. His 
closest friends deplore the affair and 
tiave no word to offer in extenuation.

•mean many things in the Philippines. 
It may mean only starvation that drives 
man to madness; it may mean burial 
ailive; it may mean the 
tearing of 


Limbs from bodies until "separate in- 
terments are impossible," as in the 
case of the squad oi soldiers in Samar 
reported last week. 


These things should be recalled to 


all who prate of the Filipinos as be- 
ing uniformly 'peaceful and civilized 
people who are martyrs to American 
cruelty. And lit should not be forgot- 
ten that among their kidnapped vic- 
tims are these four, captured while 
on a mission of kindness and enlight- 
enment. They may be alive and well 
or they may have met with such treat- 
ment that death was welcome. What- 
ever may be their fate, the fact of their 
suffering should be recalled in future 
comment on "the gentle Filipinos."—

Don't Keep MilU Too LOIIK. 


One of the- most common mistakes in 


making liutlf-r on the farm, purticuhir- 
ly during tin? winter, is in keeping the 
milk too long. IV low temperature of 
the eream prevents, or. rather, retaids. 
fermentation or sonritr,'. and it is often 
the case that the cream is kept until it 
is bitter in order to secure a propel 
acidity, and it is impossible to make a 
good quality of butter from bittei 
cream.

eats. In addition to cleniilincss on the 
art of the milker cure iu thoroughly 
>ru»hing off the cows' udders should 


insisted upon ;:nd particular care 


h:it either through kicking, switching 
•r otherwise none of the stable's filth 
iL-ts into the miik. The best way to 
T.un-d ag:Uttst such accidents is to hate 
he stable clean. 
After cleanliness comes efficiency. It 
uehules good ways of holding the teat, 
-apidity air' thoroughness of milkiug. 
1'he teat, if not too short, should be 
,'rasni-d with the whole band, the in- 
lex Cngor and thumb pressing, as the 
land closes, a little more firmly than 
he lower fingers, thus forcing the milk 
lowr.wnrd instead of upward. Milking 
ivitb the thumb and one or two fingers, 
slipping them down the teat. Is to be 
condemned, since it is neither quicker 
nor easier than the whole hand way 
and calis for the filthy practice of wet- 
ting the tents. Thoroughness moans 


iting the last and richest drop. It is 


accessary to miik dry, all dairymen 
kr.ow, if fchu cow is to be kept up with, 
tier miik. Rapidity of milking, unless 
t be violent, stimulates the milk flow. 


Finally comes the treatment of the 


cow. It is of great importance, witii 
he nervous cow perhaps of first impor- 
tance. Siurlng of a boisterous kind, 
whistling, chattering, loud talking, to 
iuy nothing of rough handling, certain- 
y docs not m.lko the cow more coin- 
'ortable and therefore cannot be con- 
Jucive to a ftvll. steady flow of mflk. 
A.tid do not treat the cow to an Indif- 
ferent milker every day and to irrcgrt- 
ar hours of milking. Because of mere 
•hanging al out of milkers we have 
frequently noticed in herds of fifteen 


twenty cows a decrease of 10 per
